Norris is chairman of the steel 
committee of the Western States 
council and Pendleton is president 
of the Plomb Tool Co., Los An- 
geles. 

Telling a reporter that “we are 
not here to pull Henry Kaiser's 
chestnuts out of the fire but to 
make the strongest representation 
possible to assure the continued 
operation of a steel mill at prices 
that will help develop western 
industry,” Norris said that could 
wonly be done by an adjustment of 
Kaiser's debt to the government. 

He said the proposal would 
place Fontana financing on the 
same basis as the $200,000,000 
Geneva, Utah, plant, sold to U. S. 
Steel in 1946 for about $40,000,- 
000. Norris said it would be in 
accordance with a council plan 
announced* March 11, 1945, and 
would involve reduction of the 
wartime loans to Kaiser to about 
23 per cent and payment of post-

Kiser’ s Request Vitally 
Concerns This District, All of West— 


Henry Kaiser's request for a reduction in an R. F. C. loan 
is of vital concern to the western states. His is not just an- 
other request for relief from a harassed financier or an over- 
zealous industrialist. 

At issue in the request is whether or not a huge steel 
mill will be permitted to operate in the west to serve the 
wesiern market. There are other points involved but para- 
mount is the interest of the eastern industrial centers in try- 
ing to delay devclopment of the West. 

Mr. Kaiser is asking for no more than what has been vir- 
tually granted the United States Steel corporation in its 
purchase of the huge steel plant at Geneva, Utah. The gov- 
ernment built that plant for wartime use and not so long ago 
seld it to U. S. Steel at a loss of 79.1 per cent. 

Kaiser officials are asking a reduction of 79.1 per cent 
in the loan R. F. C. granted for construction of the vitally 
needed wartime plant. In other words, since Geneva was 
sold at a 79 per cent markdown, the same markdown ratio 
should apply to the Kaiser plant. 

The Western Council, an organization of civic 
groups in the western states, hes been organized to support 
Mr. Keiser’; claim. It is widely recognized there will be 
strong opposition to the claim because U. S. Steel and other 
big industries will exert pressure to defeat the request. 

Everyone in this district is concerned in the outcome. 
Future of the Kaiser plant may be involved as well as fur- 
ther development of major industries in the west.

NEWBURYPORT 
PRICE CUTTING 
PLAN FAILS 


NEWBURYPORT, Mass. 
(UP)—Failure of the nation’s 
wholesalers to cooperate was 
blamed today for the virtual 
collapse of the ‘Newburyport 
plan” whereby retailers here cut 
prices 10 per cent in an effort 
to bring the cost of living down. 


Only a few merchants atill 
displayed banners and posters 
proclaiming they were. support- — 
ing President Truman’s cut-the- 
cost plea. In general prices were 
about the same as those in near- 
by towns which failed to climb 
on the Newburyport plan. band- 
wagon. ‘ 


Merchants, who saw their plan 
to lower prices sweep across the 
nation, said after a month’s 
trial that they had been forced 
to go back to higher prices be- 
cause wholesalers declined to cut 
costs at the source. 


Although some items. still 
were 10 per cent less than they 
were a month ago, most prices 
were “back to normal.” 


Shoe retailers here reported 
that they were unable to per- 
suade a single supplier to re- 
duce prices. A goods store added 
up a $100 loss for a month-long 
period of lower prices.

1 KNOW THEM 
By REV. JAMES S. COOK 
* Pastor, Bethany Union Church 

It is a most precious assurance which comes from the 
lips of our Lord Jesus, when He declared several times 
that He knows His sheep (John 10). First He says that 
“He calls His own sheep by name”; He tells us also in that 
chapter, “I knew them”. The Holy Spirit in 2 Timothy 2:19 
assures us of this same fact: “The Lord knows them that 
are His.” \ 

From the Glory the Risen One in His Revelation says 
repeatedly in looking upon the seven assemblies, “I know”. 
Let us not think of this knowledge of His own as if He 
knows them only collectively, but let us realize that He 
knows His sheep individually. Herein is the blessed and 
exceedingly rich comfort for our hearts.
